A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
August 31, 1981 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 


The recent cash flow squeeze is behind us. All state obligations have been 
met, or will be met. 

But the situation demands that Missourians keep a close watch on state fi- 
nances, because the once-plentiful state surplus is depleted, and likely will 
not rebuild substantially in the near future. 

The short-term cash flow crunch was predictable. 

Each year at this time, bills come faster than revenue. July brings the least 
revenue of any month. And September brings the heaviest bills. With no 
surplus, the state has no choice but to match payments to revenue flow. 

As it turned out, August receipts brought relief. August general revenue 
receipts totaled $187,652,403, 16.9 percent better than August a year ago. 
The robust August figures put the state slightly ahead of schedule, based on 
the revised general revenue forecast of 11.7 percent growth for the year. 
But ten months remain in the fiscal year, and several more months of 
strong receipts are needed to establish a favorable trend. | 

Posting the sharpest rise among traditional indicators, August individual 
income tax receipts totaled $80,033,303, an increase of almost $15 million 
(22.6%) over receipts in August, 1980. | 

Sales tax receipts gained momentum in August, totaling $87,435,173, a 
$10.4 million (13.55% increase over August a year ago. 

Likewise, motor vehicle sales tax figures increased, totaling $2,640,829, a 
6.9% pickup over last August. | | 

But corporate income tax receipts fell for the second straight month, 
dropping to $3,971,896 last month, 12.7 percent below August, 1980 totals. 

In summary, the mood of Missouri’s economy is encouraging. Receipts 
for the coming months have the potential to surpass the revised forecast, 
based on last fall’s lackluster figures. Temper optimism with caution as we 
watch whether figures for the next few months sustain the gains made in 
August.
